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A HINT TO BOOKSELLERS. 


The following suggestions have been sent to us by a member of the 

ile. whose experience entitles his advice to every respect. We shall 

| at all times much obliged to publishers or booksellers who will favor 
is with similar communications. By such articles our purposes and 
especial duties will be best fulfilled. We desire to make the C:ircvLar, 
not only interesting, but positively valuable to the Trade; to give such 
information as may be worth a certain amount in dollars and cents, to 
facilitate the transaction of the bookselling business, and to promote a 
friendly and pleasant understanding among all those who are engaged in 
the manufacture or sale of books throughout the country. But to our 
correspondent, who says : 

When ordering books from city jobbing booksellers, of kinds not in 
every-day demand, it is important that the order express whether, in 
case new and clean copies cannot be conveniently procured, soiled or 
worn ones will be accepted. It often happens that the books ordered 
ean be foand, but not fresh-looking copies, aad from want of instrue- 
tions the jobber is compelled to omit them; whereas, had the wishes of 
the purchaser been known, both parties might have been accommo- 
dated. 

Booksellers, in endeavoring to fill ambiguous and obscure orders, 
have been so often compelled to sustain a loss on returned books, that 
they now observe especial care to send only such volumes as are beyond 
misapprehension—consequently, many orders are only partially attended 
to. A little care and attention on the part of the retailer would obviate 
this difficulty, 

It is sometimes the case that School Books are wanted, of kinds al- 
most entirely superseded, anc, occasionally, old editions are preferred. 
It is not reasonable to expect that, in such cases, the copies will look as 
if fresh from the binder. When rare old volumes are required, it is par- 
ticularly necessary that the directions be full and explicit upon the con- 
dition in which the books are expected to be. Some dealers in old 
books mention in their catalogues, that all the volumes may be regarded 
as bound in boards, so that no disappointment may ensue, and it is un- 
derstood that such copies require to be re-bound. It is highly important 
that parties desiring to purchase be made acquainted with these rules— 
and it is always proper that an order should explain itself, and not re- 
guire further correspondence. 

By attending to these hints considerable vexation, trouble, and delay, 
as well as occasional loss, may oftentimes be avoided.

THE STORY OF THE ADVENTURER. 
From “ Pictures of the Olen Time,” by E. H. Sears. 


“My connection with Captain Hawkins commenced years agone, 
while he was carrying on a prosperous trade with the Canaries. 1 was 
a fatherless boy, and I used to sit on the wharves of Amsterdam looking 
at the ships as they cast off and sailed away, till they disappeared as a 
speck upon the ocean. One day I saw an English captain with a broad 
and open countenance, and I asked him to take me into his service. Le 
consented, and my first voyage was on board the Pelican while she was 
engaged in the African trade, and the trank-hearted captain proved to 
be the renowned commander, Hawkins. Never within my memory had 


I been outside the bastions of Amsterdam ; and so you may conceive of 


the transport which I experienced, as we sailed into the tropie seas. 
The air was so transparent that all objects seen through it seemed to 
stand out as if coming to meet you, and the sea was a broad and living 
sapphire, into which you could look fathoms down, and inspect the 
wondrous life of the great deep. How many hours have I Jain at the 
forecastle, and looked down to watch the streaks of fire as they would 
shoot away out of sight, made by the fishes in their gambols, every mo- 
tion of which seemed to light up a phosphorescent train. Well, we 
came to the island of Madeira, and put in at the harbor of Funchal for a 
cargo of wines. The island rises suddenly out of the sea, lifted up on 
perpendicular columns of basaltic rock, and sharp isolated peaks pierce 
the sky like needles. As you sail towards them you would not guess 
trom the craggy appearance what a paradise was embosomed among 
them. But they are terraced far up towards their summits, and you 
wind around through a succession of gardens and vineyards, the sea 
view expanding upon you meanwhile. We began to ascend one of these 
peaks from Funchal ; we passed the green bananas with their beautiful 
feathery tops, the orange-trees hanging out to us their golden fruit, 
plantations of coffee-trees, the splendid coral-tree, the tulip tree, with 
its snowy bells mingled with the scarlet hibiscus. There were sidewalks 
over which wide-spreading plane-trees and willows of gigantic growth 
were bending their slender arms, and beneath whose shade streams mur- 
mured down the hill. We came to the vineyards, where the vines were 
carried on trellises over the road, and great bunches of grapes hung 
within our reach. Hedges of geraniums, fuchsias, and heliotropes bor- 
dered the narrow paths and shaded us from the sun. Higher up grew 
the yam, prickly-pear, dragon-tree and cedar,—the aloe, agave and sweet 
potatoe,—and heaths and pines crowned the summit. We passed groups 
of natives, in companies of eight or ten, sitting under palms, and eating 
their morning meal, and we met others on their way to the town with 
fowls, bunches of yellow bananas, and strings of crimson pomegranates. 
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What was very remarkable, those of our crew who had been sick, and 
one man who said he had coughed up his lungs, seemed to breathe in 
health at every step, and breathe it with the whole frame. 

* We left Madeira and went to the Canaries to complete our cargo, tak- 
ing in large stores of wines and tropical fruits, and though I did not think 
that these islands were quite to be compared with Madeira, yet they did 
charm us with their fertility and climate, for they seemed to have a gol- 
den summer at whatever season of the year. You will not be surprised, 
I think, that I enlisted in Captain Hawkins’s service; for next to ae 
in those sunny islands, it seemed to me a most blessed thing to sai 
thither every year. 1 got the confidence of my commander, he trusted 
me largely in his affairs, and finally he let me share liberally in his 
gains.

AMERICAN QUARTERLIES. 

The North American Review commences the New Year with its one 
hundred and seventy-fourth number, * Robin Hood” is the title of the 
first article, and in it is contained a pleasant review of the history and 
literature of that renowned outlaw, and some reflections as to the cause 
of his popularity. Says the writer :— 

It is singular how ioatpqeniey Robin Hood has been estimated by writers 
under whose cognizance he ought to have come; for, very obviously, he 
never could have been the idol of the English people mye | as a robber,— 
and their idol, their hero, he was for hundreds of years, and in a way most 
extraordinary and quite unaccountable on the supposition that he was merely 
one out of the thousands of highwaymen by whom, in the course of ten cen- 
turies, the English roads have been infested. A robber, with something of 
the character of Dick Turpin, is the idea of Robin Hood common with per- 
sons who disregard not only the traditions, but also the feelings, of the peas- 
antry concerning him. And truly enough, his actions are those of a mere 
thief, if they are viewed apart from all historical connections. His life, how- 
ever, Was not an isolated, disconnected existence, but a page in the history of 
England,—a page which, in order to be rightly understood, must be read in 
connection with at least those few preceding pages which tell of the conquest 
of England by the Normans, and of the depressed condition of the Saxons,— 
of the mal-administration of church property by foreign incumbents and 
lordly abbots,—of large tracts of land afforested, emptied of their inhabitants, 
and stocked with deer,—of yeomen suffering from baronial lawlessness, and 
of peasants who were slaves,—of struggles against the king by the barons, 
poll as occurred at Runnymede and Evesham,—and of longings for liberty 
by the serfs, such as in the course of time found utterance from the lips and 
the pen of John Ball of Norwich. But the era of Robin Hood has now been 
long forgotten; and so has his connection with his times. Hence has arisen 
the singular discrepancy between the way in which he has been estimated 
by the peasantry and the manner in which he has been regarded by histori- 
ans; by some of whom he has been accounted unworthy of notice, while by 
others he has been reckoned only a very lucky thief. Even those historians 
who have been most favorable in their mention of him have yet not done him 
justice, from their not knowing when it was he lived, and from their not con- 
sidering what his circumstances were. Camden could not only describe him 
as “the gentlest of thieves.” Fuller also writes of him as “rather a merry 
than a mischievous thief, complimenting passengers out of their purses.” And 
in the same manner, Major, an old Scotch chronicler, says of him: “I disap- 
prove of the rapine of the man. But he was the most humane and the prince 
of all robbers.”

Dr. Kane’s Heart —The Boston Transcript makes the following extract 
from a letter to a mereantile house from its Havana correspondent, under date 
of December 29. The writer says :— 

Dr. Kane, the Arctic explorer, arrived here from England on Christmas 
day, but very low from the etiects of a stroke of paralysis on the passage out. 
He seems a little better since landing, but his physicians think that it is very 
doubtful if he ever leaves here. Spanish-like, the officials took not the least 
notice of his arrival here, not even did the papers mention it. I would not 
have official honors paid him, but a man who has given his life to the cause 
of humanity and science, certainly deserves some little notice. 


The late fire in Somerville’s bookbindery destroyed a large amount of 
publishers’ property. Messrs. Derby & Jackson, the heaviest losers, lost about 
$12.000 worth of valuable and seasonable books, among which were 2,000 
copies of the “ Court of Napoleon,” waiting for plates from Europe. They 
also lost 1,000 copies of the Works of Charles Lamb, in 2 vols. ; 1,000 
Sterne’s Works, in 2 vols. ; 1,000 Jane Porter's Works; Thompson’s “ Across 
the Atlantic,” and a large number of sheets of other books. They had an 
insurance of $8,000. Leavitt & Allen have lost about $10,000, on which 
they were insured $5,000; G. P. Putnam & Co. lose $5,000, insured $3,0U0, 
and Messrs. Dunigan & Brother; Thos. N. Stanford; Martin, Johnson & 
Co., and Miller, Orton & Mulligan, had also more or less property destroyed, 

From the London Literary Gazette. 

Early in the month of November, Professor Francesco Orioli died in 
Rome, at the ripe age of seventy-five ; he was a man of vast scientific know- 
ledge, but he had principally devoted himself to political science, areheol- 
ogy, and the history of the nnddle ages. He was for many years Professor 
of Physical Science at the University of Bologna, and has written in the 
course of his long life an immense number of reviews, pamphlets, aud books 
on various subjects. In 1831 he took a conspicuous part in the revolution in 
Romagna, and was in consequence obliged to fly to Paris, where he lectured 
with great éldt on Htrusean antiquities. He subsequently held a high edu- 
cational situation in Corfu, and finally, in 1846, under the protection of the 
amnesty, returned to Italy. Pius [X., who held his talents in very high re- 
pute, immediately appointed him Professor of Archwology and Ancient His- 
tory to the University of Rome, and subsequently conferred on him still fur- 
ther preferment. Signor Orioli, in his later days, withdrew himself entirely 
from all political agitation. 

In a recent meeting of the Imperial Geogra; hical Society of Russia, at St. 
Petersburg, under the presidency of General Mouravieff, an account was given 
of the operations of an expedition, despatched in 1854, into Eastern Siberia, 
but it amounted to little more than that considerable progress has been made 
in a topographical survey of the country, that reasonable hopes existed of 
discovering the source of the Amoor, and that observations of great interest 
in astronomy and natural history had been taken. A report was then read 
from M. Semenoff, who has been sent to explore the Kerghis steppes ; it 
stated that he had suceeeded in reaching Lake Issyk-Koul, which is situated 
in a basin surrounded by mountains covered with perpetual snow ; and in 
one of the groups of mountains is a gorge, which enables the Chinese towns 
of Tourpana and Axa tobe reached. Some account was also given of explo- 
rations in the valley of the Manitch, which forms the limits of the govern- 
ment of Astrakhan and Stavropol. Lastly, it may be mentioned, that the 
society has caused a translation of Ritter’s valuable work on “ Asia” to be 
made from the German at its expense, 


We gave last week a brief mention of the reception of M. Ponsard as a 
member of the French Academy at Paris, and we have since received a copy 
of the speech he delivered on the occasion. M. Ponsard, it seems, put him- 
self forward as the great living champion of the classical school of dramatic 
literature, and as such he attempted nothing less than the demolition of 
Shakspeare, the great and mighty head of the dramatic school and the exalt- 
ation of Racine as the chief of the classical one. And how did he execute 
his attempt? By saying that Shakspeare—though a great genius “ of the 
family of Homer, Dante, Corneille, and Moliere ”—Shakspeare is, amidst “ sub- 
lime touches,” “ beautiful tableaux,” &e. &e., “ pompous and ranting,” “ full 
of obscenity,” “ extravagant,” “ without gaiety,” “and, above all, is the 
fashion.” If, indeed, it were not for the fashion, says M. Ponsard, he would 
be cried down and Racine would be exalted. On such a “ demolition” of 
Shakspeare as this there is nothing to be said, except it be that “ Poet = 
Ponsard proves himself to be utterly incapable of appreciating him. M. 
Nisard, who replied to him, though formerly an ardent defender of French 
classicism, rebuked his remarks on our poet with some energy. “I will be 
more liberal than you with respect to Shakspeare. In what you have said 
I will take what tends to hjs giory, and leave the restrictions, not as unjust, 
but because truth no longer demands them. Time has raised Shakspeare 
above criticism, perhaps because it has raised him above eulogium. ‘The very 
words, “ beauties” and “ defects,” belong to a relative language, and we 
must go beyond its pale to seek for terms to define the charm or characterize 
the imperfections ot his wonderful works. With Shakspeare as with Homer, 
we are on heights from which we can see nothing of what passes below. 
How can we be improved if their works be imperfect ? Poetry herself die- 
tated their verses, but it was the hand of man which wrote them! ” 


The German papers announce the death of two literary characters of con- 
siderable local reputation—viz., that of Joseph Wolffgang Weickert, a cele- 
brated composer of ballad poetry, in his seventy-second year, in Nuremberg ; 
and of Dr. Kaspar Zeuss, in Kromach, well known from his historical writ- 
ings and researches into languages ; his work which has acquired the widest 
circulation is entitled “ The German and the Neighbouring Races.” 
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The German journals report the death of the eminent linguist, Prof 
gauss, Who by his ‘* Grammatica Celtiea ” and other works referring to Cel 
tie language and antiquity, has made himself a name of European celebrity 


The Dutch papers announce the death of Count William Von Hogendorp, a 
statesman who was much connected with the Duteh Indian possessions. He 
was the author of a very useful work entitled ‘ Coup d'cil eur Pile de Java, 
et les autres Possessions Neerlandaises dans l’Archipel des Indes ;” and also 
a series of sketches, in the form of tales, illustrative of Japanese manners and 
customs, published under the title of “ Tafereeln van Javaansche Zedeun.” 


We learn that Messrs. Hodges, Smith, and Co., of Dublin, the publishers 
of the celebrated Celtic national work, “The Annals of the Four Masters,” 
edited by Dr. O'Donovan, with extremely valuable notes, the importance of 
which has been recognised repeatedly and pointedly by such men as Jacob 
Grimm, Dr. Petrie, Professor Eugene Curry, Guizot, Hallam, Lord Talbot de 
Malahide, and a host of the other authorities, are about to republish the work 
in a cheaper form, The price of the edition of 1840 was fourteen guineas. 
The work is now proposed to appear in seven volumes, of twelve shillings 
each, provided a subscription list of four hundred copies can immediately be 
procured. 


It may be remembered by many of our readers that in 1831 a band of | 


thieves stole from the Bibliotheque Royale, at Paris, a great number of valua- 
ble medals. some of them Roman and some French. ‘the thieves were de- 
tected, and the larger part of their booty was happily recovered ; but nota 
few of the more precious gold and silver medals were melted down by 
them, and a complete collection of silver medals illustrative of events in the 
reign of Louis XIV. completely disappeared, nor did all the attempts that 
were made for a long time after to diseover what had become of it produce 
any result. By a paragraph in the Paris papers, we perceive that the police, 
having occasion to make a search in the house of a receiver of stolen goods, 
found, to their surprise, the collection in question, complete as it had been 


stolen. They of course seized it sans cérémonie, and restored it to the Bib- 
liothéque. In keeping it uninjured for the long space of a quarter of a cen- 


tury, the receiver, one would almost suppose, was an enthusiastic numis- 
matist. 

At the sale of the late Mr. Yarrell’s specimens of natural history, the most 
remarkable purchase was that of an egg for 21/., the egg of the Great Auk, 
a bird of the diver tribe, included in the British Fauna, but long since ex- 
tinet. An egg of the Broad-billed Sandpiper fetched 1/. 9s.; an egg of the 
Grey Phalarope, 1/. 10s., and one of the Golden Eagle, 2/. 10s. A specimen 
of the Buff-breasted Sandpiper, 5/. 5s, and of the Spotted Sandpiper, 1/. 18s. 
Among miscellaneous objects a large drawing in water-colors, View on 
the Thames, by Aaron Penley, selected, we beiieve, by Mr. Yarreil, for an 
eighty-guinea prize in the Art Union, sold for 271. 6s. Bewickana, a valuable 
miscellaneous collection of proof wood-engravings, 9/. 158. ; and a miscella- 
neous lot of woodeuts by Albert Durer, 5/. 10s. 


We hear with regret from Paris that Beranger is dangerously ill. We 
read in a newspaper, too, that Alexander Dumas has had a cerebral attack. 
M de Salvandy, who, though chiefly known as a politician, still belongs to 
the literary world, is also seriously ill. 


M. Renan has been elected a member of the Académie des Inscriptions et 
Belles Lettres in Paris, in the room of the late Augustus Thierry, the histo- 
rian. He obtained 20 votes to 14 given to M. Renier. M. Renan is a distin- 
guished literary antiquary, and has lately published a “ History of the Se- 
nitic Languages,” which is remarkable for research and learning. 


The reception of M. Biot, as member of the French Academy, is not to 
take place until next year. It will excite extraordinary interest, as in addi- 
tion to a speech from the venerable savant himself, M. Guizot is to deliver 
one in reply to him. 


Lord Palmerston seems to hesitate about the adoption of any rule with re- 
gard to the Literary Pension Fund. Two pensions lately bestowed—one to Mr. 
P. J. Bailey, author of “ Festus,” a second to a Mr. Alex, Maclugan, whose 
name we ‘do not recollect—exemplify this vacillation of mind. Mr. Bailey’s pen- 
sion of £100 a year has been given on the Peel principle of reward for service 
done. Would that the figure had been larger! Mr. Maclagan’s pension of £30 a 
year has been given, we infer—partly from the sum, partly from the literary se- 
clusion of the writer—on the Aberdeen principle of charity. We do not wish 
to suggest that Mr. Maclagan has improperly received this gift-—for, not 
knowing the “‘ Ragged School Rhymes” mentioned in the warrant, we have 
no means of estimating the service he may have done to letters. But we will 
say, that if he has merited a pension by his “ learning and genius,” to use Sir

Robert Peel's words, he should not have been insulted with a reward of | 


something less than 1s. 8d.a day. Ina House of Commons conspicuously 
representing literary interests and literary achievement s—in which a Bulwer 
and a Disraeli sit opposite to a Milnes and a Russell—it ought not to be very 
difficult to settle the question of the literary pensions on some intelligible 
basis. — Atheneum. 


Mr. John Kenyon, known to the outer world by his “Rhymed Plea for 
Tolerance,” (a didactic poem in the style of the past dynasty of poets), and 
other collections of fugitive verse, died, in the Isle of Wight, a few days sinee, 
at an advanced age. By the inner world of English poets and London society 
Mr. Kenyon will be missed and remembered as a man of graceful and genial 
mind, who had been the intimate and helpful friend of Wordsworth, Cole- 
ridge and Southey, who delighted in the exercise of hospitality, aud whose 
muuificeuce was as wide as it was delicately administered.—/dem.

First ; A well constructed sentence is analyzed 
and similar sentences given, to be similarly analyzed by the pupil ;—after 
which he is required to make original sentences similar in construction. 
Second ; Diagrams, exhibiting the different forms of sentences, are made, and 
a few specimen sentences adapted to them are given ;—after which the pupil 
is required to furnish original sentences adapted to the same diagrams. ‘These 
exercises commence with the simplest sentences—additional elements being 
gradually added until every variety ot sentence in the language is exhibit- 
ed, analyzed and imitated. Third; The different classes of words, with 
their various modifications, are presented in connection with familiar exer- 
cises, illustrating their several offices in the structure of sentences and of 
phrases. The pupil is thus made familiar with the various sorts of sentences, 
and is enabled to analyze and to make any sentence to order, and to use properly 
any given word, of a required modification, in the structure of original sea 
tences, 


Dana & Co, favor us with several recent publications. ‘‘ The Children’s 
Bread, in Crumbs, from the Master’s Table,” is a very elegant little volume, 
containing a “ Colleetion of those Scripture texts, which, by their brevity or 
simplicity, are best adapted to the comprehension of young children.
